EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — A 
proposal to convert Haymar- 
ket Square into a Dixon park- 
ing lot is apparently log-jam- 
med in the city planning com- 
mission. 
It was tossed into its lap early 


this year by the Dixon chamber of 
commerce 
and 
since 
then 
we 


haven't heard a word from it— 
that is until today. 


We contacted Atty. Edwin Mer- 


rick, chairman of the planning 
commission and he admitted that 
the situation is rather dormant. 
Taking it from there we assume 
that the •'planning commission is 
ftomewhat reluctant to act on it. 
At least, Atty. Merrick indicated 
an much when he told us that 
Haymarket Square in under the 
jurisdiction of the Dixon Park 
district and the planning com- 
mission hasn't gotten around to 
ask the park board if they would 
part with the land to place it in 
use as a parking area. Thus the 
proposition is lodged firmly in a 
big, fat pigeonhole.

Ever since th« proposal was ad- 


vanced, we've heard rumblings 
that some local elements would 
attempt to block the plan inas- 
much as the area was deeded to 
th« city for a "market" square by 
the city's founder, John Dixon. 
These sources indicate that they 
would invoke some provisions of 
th« deed which forbid the use of 
the land for anything tout a mar- 
keting place. 


That would cast a legal cloud 


over the entire proposition and 
would effectively stymie efforts 
to create more parking area un- 
less the courts could interpret 
"parking" a* being synonymous 
with 
"marketing"—which, 
in- 


deed, seems to huve some logic.

A few points stand out at this 


juncture. First, the city's business 
community is desperately in need 
of more parking room. That need 
is so urgent that it is surprising 
that the chamber of commerce 
would advance a plan and then sit 
back on its hocks while others 
wrestle, with the problem. 


Second, the planning com mis- 


sion ha* a clear duty to investi- 
gate the mutter thoroughly, to 
determine the legality of it, to 
"clear1' it for action by the city 
council or to drop the whole 
thing as not IK-ing practical.

We think that it's a pertinent 


point to make here that the aver- 
age shopper will not give much of 
a hoot if no one acts. He'll continue 
his efforts to trade with local 
businessmen as long as he is not 
placed under undo strain. If lack 
of parking discommodes him he 
will latch on to' other shopping 
centers where greater efforts are 
made to accommodate him.

Study Tax 
Plan for 
Truckers

Illinois motor vehicle laws com- 
mission is going to give further 
study to a plan to lax out of state 
truckers on business done in this 
stale. 


After a meeting Monday, Senator 


George Drach of Springfield said 
the legislative group was not satis- 
fied with details of his proposal 
and decided to consider it again 
next week. 


Drach said he will ask the attor- 


ney general's opinion on whether 
the plan is constitutional. 


The proposed legislation calls for 


a three per cent lax on gro*ss re- 
ceipts of trucks' businessfin Illi- 
nois. The truckers, however, would 
he allowed to deduct from the tax 
any amounts paid in Illinois gaso- 
line taxes and license fees. 


At present, interstate truck oper- 


ators do not pay any tax in Illinois. 


Questions were raised before the 


commission as to whether Drach's 
plan would run afoul of reciprocal 
agreements whereby a tiuck 
li- 


censed in one slate is permitted 
to travel free in other states.

Communist Forces Drive 
On Capital of Little Laos 


Native Troops Rally lo Halt New 
Threat by Reds; French Send Aid 


HANOI, Indochina Oft—The Communist-led Vietminh captured the 


mountain post of Pakseng, 42 miles northeast of Luangprabang, as in- 
vasion columns continued today to press upon Laos' loyal capital from 
the north and east. 


A French army spokesman an- 


nounced the fall of Pakseng. The 
invading troops Monday night were 
reported within 25 miles of Luang- 
prabang on the east, and one un- 
official report said advance Viet- 
minh unit were within 12 miles 
on the north. 


Position Indefinite 


The exact position ot the Viet- 


minh was difficult to determine. 
The invaders were filtering single 
file through dense jungle toward 
the ring of mountains surrounding 
the town, which lies in a palm- 
lined valley along the 
Medong 


River. 


The French continued to rush 


men and supplies into Luangpra- 
bang tonight by airlift while bomb- 
ers and fighters hit the enemy 
wherever troop concentrations were 
spotted. 
s. 


French and Laotian soldiers dug 


trenches and constructed 
barbed 


wire 
entanglements 
around 
the 


little town of 6.000, hereditary, 
home of aged, ailing King Sisa- 
vang Vong. 


A French major reported that 


advance units of the invaders are 
within 12 miles of the town on the 
north, while at the cast larger 
forces had advanced to within 25 
miles. 


Government Follows 


The Vietminh radio broadcast 


a "resistance government" is fol- 
lowing the Red Army into Laos. 


The Red command was reported 


also building up its forces circling 
the Plane des Jarrcs. 70 miles 
southeast of Luangprabang, wheie 
French and Laotian farces have 
thrown up strong defenses in the 
hope of bringing the Vietminh to 
a showdown battle on ground of 
their own choosing. 


But the Vietminh, bypassing the 


plain, has aimed three powerful 
columns from the northwest, north- 
east and east directly at Luang- 
prabang. Its capture would repre- 
sent an enormous political victory. 
The Red columns alreadv have 


clipped off a third or more of the 
kingdom of 90,000 square miles. 


At Vientiane, seat of the Laotian 


government 140 miles south of the 
royal home, defense preparations 
were under way also. Evacuation 
plans for the town's 15,000 civilians 
have been drawn. General mobil- 
ization of all able-bodied men 18 
to 35 are stripping the govern- 
ment service of its youth employes. 


Roost Forces 


The mobilization order has boost- 


ed Laos' active, armed forces from 
an 
estimated 
13,000 to 
about 


23,000 men. 
The forces are 
offi- 


cered by the French but, like the 
French, equipped with American- 
supplied uniforms and weapons. 


They are being strengthened by 


the frantic daily airlift of French 
and colonial troops from neighbor- 
ing Viet Nam, the coastal Indo- 
chmese state.

Dixon Public Housing Units 
To Be Opened A bout May 3 


50 Families 
Okayed for 
76 Vacancies 


First 12 Will Be 
Admitted Early in 
May, Says Manager 


The Lee county housing 


project on Fourth avenue will 
admit the first 12 applicants 
for apartments on or about 
May 3, Donald C. Bryant, 
housing authority manager, 
announced today. 


Of the 76 units in the project, the 


remaining 64 apartments will be 
available in the next two months, 
Bryant said. 


Following the initial opening, 28 


more apartments probably will be 
ready during May, he added... 


Fifty Lee county residents have 


already been approved for apart- 
ments, leaving 26 units not yet 
taken. 


Bryant said that persons desiring 


to make an application for a unit 
should do so m the near future. 


All Not Eligible 


He emphasized the fact that not 


everyone is eligible to enter the 
housing units in that il is establish- 
ed to handle certain categories of 
wage earners who. find adequate 
housing in the county beyond the 
reach of their incomes. 


Eligible persons are divided into 


three brackets. There are apart- 
ments for two persons, blood rela- 
tives, who together do not earn 
more than $2,600; apartments for 
families of three to four persons, 
who do not earn more than $2,850 
in base wages, and also apart- 
ments for families of five or more 
who do not earn moie than $3,000. 


Bryant explained that in families 


of three or more persons, where 
there is a man and wife and chil- 
dren, the total earning potential of 
the family is increased at the 
amount of $100 a child. 


Rents are based on approximate- 


ly one-fifth of the total yeaily wage 
of the family. If a family earns 
$100 a month, the, lent for an 
apartment would be about $20. 


A meeting of the Lee county 


housing authority is scheduled to 
be held tonight at 906 Fourth av., 
for th* purpose of electing new 
officers and, to discuss the possi- 
bilities of holding an open house at 
the project, Bryant said. 


Expect Quiet 
Session of 
City Council 


The city council will meet to- 


night at what is expected to be a 
quiet session. Councilinen contact- 
ed today indicated that nothing of 
importance is on the agenda. 


Pending action by the council is 


the proposed new parking lot to be 
located at the corner of Hennepin 
avenue and Second street, the for- 
mer location of the St. Paul's Lu- 
theran church. 


Councilmen will not be able to 


adveitise for bids to complete the 
work in leveling the lot and install- 
ing parking meters until engineers 
have completed their surveys. 


Robert Anderson, engineer for 


the C. K. Willed, consulting en- 
gineers, company, said today that 
a report on the estimated work 
on the lot will probably be ready 
in about a week.1 


Ground surveys 
have already 


been made. However, layout work 
on the project is yet to be finished, 
Anderson said. 


The lot is expected to alleviate

Blueprint Thefts 


Secret Military Engine Plans 
Lifted From Cleveland Plant 


WASHINGTON </Pl— Thad Mason, a self-identified former Communist 


spy, testified today that he stole secict U. S. plans for a military diesel 
engine during Wordl War II. 


The witness who is from Walling- 


ton, N. J., said the thefts were 
from a General Motors plant in 
Cleveland. Ohio, and not from a 
Detroit plant of General Motors as 
reported previously by the senate 
internal security subcommittee be- 
fore which he testified. 


One by One 


Mason said he stole the plans 


one by one fiom files of the in- 
spection division, and smuggled 
them to fellow spies who worked 
as a cook and "second 'assistant 
dishwashei" in the plant's cafe- 
teria. The plans then were photo- 
gi a plied in a secret hideout in the 
basement of the cafeteria, he said. 


He leatned later, he said, that 


the blueprints were for only part 
of the engine, although he had 
believed he was stealing the plans 
for the entire unit. 


A lean, bespectacled man. Ma- 


son gave his testimony at a tele- 
vised public hearing, speaking in 
a nervous, lather high pitched 
voice which on occasion failed him. 


Mason said he also stole from a 


du Pont chemical plant in Cleve- 
land the formula for a prepaiation 
for the prevention and cure of dis- 
eases among livestock. He said he 
did it under oiders from the Com- 
munist underground in 1943, and 
that "the comrade in charge said 
it would be of great use to our 
comrades in Russia." 


I/Ml Strike, 


Mason related that he had an 


"unhappy experience" as the lead- 
er of a prep school strike in Cleve- 
land. As a lesult, he said, the 
school authonties refused to lec- 
ommcnd him for a Job when he 
finally was graduated from Ohio 
university. 


Embittered, he said, he looked 


upon himself as "the man behind 
the eight ball" and joined the 
Communist paity in l!>36. 


He said he, advanced .swiftly in 


Communist circles to the role of 
spy, fust in the du Pont plant and 
then at General Motors.

The Allies asked the Reds 'to 


name a neutral state which would 
assume custody of prisoners un- 
willing to return to Communist 
rule, but received no definite an- 
swer.

of which would be acceptable to 
the Ui N. Command. The Commu- 
nists rejected Switzerland.

Delay Is Kisky 


But delaying planting too long- 


June 
1 or 
later—increases 
the 


chances of getting wet or soft corn 
at harvest. 


Entomologist G. C. Decker also 


points out that corn planted after 
mid-May is less subject to corn 
borer attack. He warns against too 
early planting—during the last of 


April or first week of May.

Very early plantings not only in- 


vite damage to a particular field, 
but tend to increase borer popula- 
tions In a whole community. They 
favor increased survival and pro- 
vide the moths to infest later fields 
and increase second-generation At- 
tacks. 


If weather conditions are not 


favorable for planting at the rec- 
ommended time, it would be better 
to plant on May 15 than on May 
30, the specialists advise. So it 
may pay you to start keeping a 
close eye on the 5-day forecasts 
about the middle of the month. 


The "song" of the cicada is pro- 


duced by two drumhead-like mem- 
branes in its abdomen.

Market Supply of Beef 
Expected to Remain High 


Ity L. II. SIMKKI,

URBANA — Market supplies of 


beef cattle will continue large for 
the next few months. This prospect 
is evident from the quarterly re 
port of cattle on feed issued recent- 
ly by the USDA Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics. 


The report showed that on April 


1 farmers in 11 corn-belt states 
were feeding about three million 
cattle — 19 percent more than were 
leported the j'ear before. 


. Increane LCM Apparent 


In most areas outside the corn 


belt the increase is not so pro- 
nounced. USDA statisticians figure 
total cattle on feed to be 12-14 per- 
cent over a year ago. The increase 
shown last January was 16 percent. 


The report also shows these other 


importa'nt facts: 


1. Most of the increase in cattle 


on feed consists of calves and other 
light-weight • stock. 
On April 1 


farmers in the "big three" slates 
— Iowa. Illinois and Nebraska — 
were, feeding about 563,000 head 
weighing under 600 pounds. This 
number is 63 percent more than 
was listed a year ago. and it is 25 
percent of all cattle on feed in these 
three states. 


2. In the big three states all Of 


the increase was represented by 
cattle that had been fed for more 
than three months. Farmers listed 
1.5J7.000 head on feed 3 to 6 months 
compared with 1.188.000 a year be- 
fore la 30 percent increase). They 
reported 132,000 head on feed for 
more than 6 months compared 
with "8,000 last year (about a 69 
percent increase). 


Early Marketing; 


3. Farmers apparently plan to 


market a larger share of their cat- 
tle'before July l than they did last 
year. 
Corn-belt farmers who re- 


ported said they expected to ship 
46 percent before July compared 
with only 42 percent a year ago. 


With the larger number of cattle 


in_ fcedlots this year, marketings 
from these 11 states from April 1 
through June 30 may be about one- 
third greater than for correspond- 
ing months last year. This pro- 
spective increase is slightly greater 
tlian that actually recorded for the 
first three months. 


•1. Fcedlots contain a bigger pro- 


portion of she-stock than they did 
a year ago. This fact indicates a 
reduction in demand for breeding 
stock and probably in rate of in- 
crease in breeding herds. On Ap- 
11! 1 fanners in the Big Three 
States were feeding 2IM.OOO heifers. 
35 percent more than a year before.

Scratching May 
Indicate Disease 


URBANA—If some of your sheep 


start rubbing off their wool, call 
your veterinarian to see why they- 
're doing it. 


Dr. N. D. Levine, animal para- 


sitologist of the University of Illi- 
nois College of Veterinary Medi- 
cine, says sheep scab, a severe 
parasitic disease, is one reason 
why sheep rub off their wool. An- 
other is scrapi*. a severe virus 
disease that is a newcomer to Ill- 
inois. 


Milk Fever 
Picks Herd's 
Best Cows 


URBANA— Milk fever of dairy 


cows is a "choosey" disease—it 
shuns the poor or average cow and 
picks on profitable high producers. 


The University of Illinois College 


of Veterinary Medicine says milk 
fever strikes when a cow takes 
too much calcium from her blood 
to produce milk. This usually hap 
pens only to the best cows in the 
herd. 


Milk 
fever 
is predictable in 


other ways, too. It usually shows 
up one to three days after calving: 
it seldom appears in 
first-calf 


heifers: cows seldom recover with 
out treatment: and treatment is 
usually remarkably effective. 


Cows with milk fever usually die 


unless they're tieated, the College 
of 
Veterinary Medicine states. 


Yet they sometimes respond so 
rapidly lo treatment by the veter- 
inarian that they are on their feet 
befoie he has finished. 


Dairymen are warned, however, 


not to give a cow liquid by way 
of the mouth while she has milk 
fever. If her throat is paralyzed by 
the disease, the liquid may go 
into the lungs and cause pneu 
monia. 


April 1 farmers in Illinois were 
feeding only 12 percent more cattle 
than they were feeding the year be- 
fore. By comparison, increases in 
some other states weie: Nebraska 
35 percent, and Iowa, Missouri and 
Indiana each 20 percent. -

Hope Is Faint for Broader Peace 


Agreements by Keds 


In spite of their determined barrage of peace talk, the 


Russians have not done one concrete thing which shows they 
really mean business. 
Their answer to President Eisenhower's peace speech 


that they are ready for "serious, businesslike1' discussion 


of the great issues—is on the surface conciliatory in tone. 
Still, the proofs so far are lacking. 


In Korea, the Communists have released to us 684 UN 


soldiers held prisoner, including 149 Americans. Because 
-we value individual life highly, we are grateful we can re- 
: claim even these few men from the wreckage of war. 


But measured against the large backdrop of that con- 


! flict, the number is small. Against the canvas of the whole 
' world struggle it is infinitesimal. 
Viewed coldly, it means 
' the Reds have given up some men who can do us little good 
; militarily, and were simply costing them money and material 
• to keep imprisoned. 
; 
We may gain more in the weeks ahead. The revived truce 


1 talks in Panmunjom have not started happily. Red proposals 
! for exchange of able-bodied prisoners seem unreasonable. 
1 Nevertheless. Moscow and Peiping may soften their position 
! as talks go on.

Beyond that, the deeds both sides wish to see as proof 


| of earnest intent will come much harder. The president 


• talked of a general Far Eastern settlement, signatures on an 


I Austrian treaty, free elections for a unified Germany, real 
1 disarmament and world-wide economic reconstruction. 
! 
But to make genuine headway on almost any of these 


1 matters would demand from the Soviet Union sharp depar- 
! ture from the fundamental course of conquest it has long 
| pursued. Indeed, it would require abandoning practices in- 
• herent in a police-state dictatorship. Chances for such 


! changes are not bright. 


Take Korea and the Far East. The Reds would not likely 


allow a unified, free Korea or call off the Indo-Chinese war 
| unless they got something in return. At the least they would 
want Peiping to gain Formosa and a UN seat. 


But the state of congressional and general public opinion 


in the U. S. is a heavy bar to such concessions from us. We 
are not ready to accept Red China into the family of respect- 
able nations.

Austria and Germany are no more cheerful prospects. 


To sign an Austrian treaty means to the Russians pulling 
out their troops not only in Austria, but in Hungary and Ru- 
mania on the path from Russia. To allow Germany to unite 
under real elections would be to risk all Moscow has built in 
East Germany since World War II. 


Disarmament is a misty hope. The West would insist 


on vital inspection features to enforce.any program. So long 
as Russia remains a police state, acceptance of such inspec- 
tion looks remote. 


World reconstruction is an even fainter likelihood. To 


accept such a plan would be to endorse the undermining 
of the Communist revolution, which feeds on poverty. It is 
hard to see the Reds cooperating with the West in wiping out 
the conditions under which they breed best. 


Mr. Eisenhower's speech covered a wide range of possi- 


bilities, from small beginnings to great and distant hopes. 
Despite all the Kremlin's words, there is little sign we are 
likely to achieve more than the beginnings—if that much. 


The Russian bear may be trying to sound like a gentler 


animal. But he still has the same old lumbering gait and 
predatory purpose.

Senator McCarthy stands in the same position 


that was occupied by Governor Thomas T. Critten- 
den. 
of Missoui. who procured the assassination of 


Jesse James by a treacherous subordinate and 
caused the surrender of his brother. Krank. The 
reason Kiank came in and turned his guns over 
to Cnttenden was that he was afraid that some 
trusted accomplice would shoot him in the back as 


tv<t.itir.H.k ivnitti 
Bob For(1 had snol nis brother. He had finally 


funked it because he could trust no mart. 


Governor Cnttenden thus broke up the James gang and inspired 


rural police and vigilantes to a bold initiative which abruptly wiped 
out several new small, upstart bunches of marauders. 
He redeemed 


Missouri's reputation, and her nickname, "The Robber State" soon 
was lived down. Her commerce find society, which had been badly 
embarrassed by the James gang, took normal form. 


Yet. Governor Crittenden was set upon by some of the press and 


much of the public. As in McCarthy's case, it was not his purpose 
or his success which raised objection. 
No; it was his "methods." 


Governor Crittenden had persuaded the railroads, which were suf- 
fering much loss in loot and passenger revenue, to offer rewards for 
the arrest of Jesse and Frank and their followers. The proclamation 
did not promise a reward for them "dend or alive." which was a com- 
mon phrase in such matters then and still is, for that matter. 
But 


Crittenden certainly did have in mind the probability that some sub- 
ordinate member of the gang would rise to the bait. 


Bob and Charles Ford, brothers, 


were tried for murdering Jesse 
and sentenced to Jiang. 
Critten- 


den pardoned them at once "on 
grounds of public policy." 
As re- 


cently as 1934 in commenting on 
the case of John Dillinger, who 
was killed by FBI men but with a 
price of $25,000 on his head "dead 
or alive" were this public service 
rendered by local police or civil- 
ians, the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal observed that Cnttenden "was 
through politically" and that he 
"never was nominated for any- 
thing again." 
The Courier-Jour- 


nal did not endorse this popular 
repudiation of Crittenden. But it 
did recall 
that for years 
after- 


ward one of the most popular sen- 
timental songs of the people ran: 


"And the dirty little coward 
Who shot Mr. Howard 
Has laid Jesse James 
Jn his grave." 


Jesse had adopted the name of 


Howard for his sojourn .at the 
Ford's home in St. Joe. where Bob 
shot him In the back of the head. 


The Jefferson City Tribune, com- 


menting on the surrender of Frank 
said, "We may not endorse the 
methods employed by the Fords 
to rid the world of Jesse James 
but the fact that he is gone rec- 
onciles us.

Crittenden may have erred and 
blundered, he can always point 
with pride to the extermination of 
this band."

are concerned, there are drugs 
available which often can snorten 
or halt an attack if they are given 
at the earliest possible .moment. 
These drugs, however, are power- 
ful, and are not without danger, so 
they should be taken only under 
careful supervision. 


In general, severe or repeated 


headaches, are difficult diagnostic 
problems. 
The complete history 


of the attacks, the kind and lo- 
cation of pain, and the preceding 
symptoms, if any. must be studied. 


A complete physical examina- 


tion should be made. 
The si- 


nuses need to be eliminated as a 
cause and so do the eyes. Spe- 
cial tests mav have to be u^ed 
in order to find out whether the 
headaches come from a local re- 
laxation of the blood vessels. 


TWO STKI'S INVOLVED 


The treatment of any type of 


severe 
headache 
involves 
two 


steps. The first step is to try to 
relieve the immediate difficulty as 
rapidly as possible. Certain types 
of headaches, especially the so- 
called "bilious" type, can often be 
relieved 
by 
simple 
pain-killing 


drugs, like aspirin. 
The more se- 


vere varieties may go on in spite 
of any drugs given. 


The second step is to try to 


identify the cause or at least the 
physical 
or 
emotional 
factors 


which tend to bring on the head- 
aches. If these can be successful- 
ly attacked, the headaches often 
can be made to appear less fre- 
quently.
